Although there was scope for weaving at the time of feudal rule, no prospective efforts 
have yet been taken for opening of separate Art and Craft School in the District. Art and 
craft were taught at in M.E. and High School stages only as a subject with art and craft 
teachers appointed for the purpose. The system ceased to continue after 1994 and the 
posts of art and craft teachers were declared as dying cadre. This resulted in 
development of skill among school students in that respects were checked. 


3. Education & Employment: 

The male literacy rate has increased from 73.33% to 82.62% between 2001 & 
2011, whereas the female literacy rate has gone up faster from 47.18% to 63.36%. 
The total literacy rate of the district is 73.07%, which is close to the State average 
(73.45%) and National average (74.04%). Faster rise in literacy rate among females 
in Deogarh district is certainly a positive indicator that needs to be appreciated. 
Total 371 primary, 260 upper-primary & 86 high schools are available in services.

i. Handloom & Handicraft: 

There are total 265 numbers of Handloom & Handicraft establishments 3 are in District. In Reamal 
tahasil 123 establishments, 97 numbers of establishments at Deogarh tahasil and 53 numbers of 
establishments at Barkote tahasil recoded. Total 236 numbers of Handloom/Handicraft establishments 
running with non-hired worker and 43 running with hired workers. 

ii. Agriculture & Firming: 

Deogarh district comes under North western plateau of Agril-climatic zone. The climate condition is 
hot and moist sub-humid. During-2002-03 the I annual rainfall was 1582.5 mm; I maximum summer 
temp was 38 ° C and Z minimum winter temp 15°C. Broadly soil groups are red and yellow, mixed red 
and black. The Geographical area of the district is 2, 94,000 ha. The following chart gives sector-wise 
distribution and utilization of the total land area. Out of the total geographical area cultivated area is 
66,950 ha. This is 27.8% of the total area. Paddy is cultivated in 34, 000 ha. 

About 33 percent of the Kharif cultivated area of the district is irrigated and rest 67% is rain fed. Out of 
the total 22,134 ha of Kharif irrigated area, contribution of the lone Medium Irrigation Project (MIP) of 
Gohira Project is 8156 ha (35% app) of the actual irrigated area. Other sources of irrigation are 23 Minor 
Irrigation Projects with 3074 ha irrigated area, 124 Lift Irrigation points with 2559 ha area, 4395 dug 
wells with 1762 ha area, and 1173 Bore wells with 1413 ha area.

observed. As a strategy to improve connectivity in such areas ORCTC and Biju Gaon 
Gadi Yojana (BGGYJ under Rural Transport Connectivity scheme six numbers of 
routes have been brought into operation further expanding the public transport 
facilities in the district. 


5. Transportation and Communication: 

The principal road of the district is the National Highway No.6 which traverses through Bargarh and 
Sambalpur districts and enters Debagad after Jamankira Block of Sambalpur district and finally leaves for 
Pallahada in Angul district crossing the river Brahmani beyond Barkote. 


National Highway-49 runs between Kendeijuri to Tileibani and Panchgochhia chowk to Thianal via 
Debagad, Balam, Kandhal, Barkote and Kalla. The length of the road within the district is approximately 
90 Kms. National Highway-53 roads within the district runs between Tileibani chowk to Kuskulia area via 
Kundheigola and Budhapal for an approximate distance of 93 Kms. National Highway-200 roads enters 
in the district near Tileibani and joins N.H-05 near Chandikhol in Jajpur district. 


S.H No.10 (A) is a branch road of S.H.10, which begins from Bahadaposhi chowk and runs up to 
Ambgaon covering a distance of 20 Kms. approximately. Telimunda chowk near Reamal and Tarang are 
connected by S.H.24 covering a distance of 11 Kms. S.H.63 road connects Budhapal, Sendha and 
Nuapada covering a distance of approximately 7 Kms. Other roads and its length are given below.

The report says sex ratio at birth of the district is 941- for rural area 941 
for urban it is 948. AFIS 2012-13 says the Maternal Mortality Ratio of 
district is 234.

• The major causes of maternal 
deaths in the district may be 
attributed to some hemorrhage, 
eclampsia, sepsis (abortions either 
induced or spontaneous) and 
obstructed labor maternal deaths 
also occur due to indirect causes 
like anemia, sickle cell disease, teen 
age pregnancy and malaria, etc. 
The percentages of death due to 
such causes are: hemorrhage 
(40%), obstructed labor (20%), 
eclampsia (15%), malaria (15%) and 
other causes (10%). 

• Similarly, the causes of Infant 
mortality in the district may be 
attributed to premature and low 
birth weight due to nutritional 
deficiency following poor socio¬ 
economic status and malaria, birth 
asphyxia in case of home delivery, 
pneumonia, and sepsis and other 
infectious diseases and diarrheal 
diseases. 

• Deogarh has a crude birth Rate of 
18.4 and Natural Growth Rate of

The Crude 
Death rate for male in the district is 
8.8 and for female it is around 8.5. 
Similarly, the Maternal Mortality 
Ratio of this district is 212 as like 
the other Northern divisional

However with the 
time and lack of water flow the centre permanently paralyzed 
Total 711 habited village has been electrified till 2015 and rest

8. Sanitation and Drinking water facilities 

In convergence with State-Plan and B.R.G.F. grant the major work of water supply to Deogarh Town 
i.e. 2.50 lakh liters capacity overhead tank and 3.00 lakh liters capacity underground reservoir at 
Pradhanpat was taken up during 2008-09 and commissioned during June 2010 and May 2011 
respectively. The 1.5MLD treatment plant at Prahanpat was started during 2010-11 and commissioned 
during June 2013 So Clear potable water supply with adequate pressure was achieved for some areas of 
the town. For extending the water supply to uncovered area Production wells were sunk and Pump 
houses at Sasonsahi, Khaparsahi, Nuasahi(Rajamunda) and RCMS Sahi was completed along with pipe 
line network during May 2012 so maximum area covered under pipe water supply system. 

In first five year plan in 1954 government installed open wells in some villages for the purpose of 
drinking and cooking in rural areas. However, water borne diseases as the water of the open wells got 
contaminated bin various ways. In 1978 Government installed tube wells to draw drinking water from 
deep aquifers which are safe and potable. The rural inhabitants did not prefer the tube well water for 
domestic use as a habit of using water from natural water bodies. A series of awareness activities 
undertaken by Government to educate the rural mass regarding sue of safe and potable drinking water 
to avoid epidemics. By 1990 main villages were provided with deep tube wells which could not address 
the real need of the rural mass as the inhabitants were living in different hamlets instead of main village. 
In 1991 Government surveyed the total district and divided each revenue village into habitations. 

In 1986 Rural Sanitation Programme was started s in which subsidy is provided to the rural BPL 
households for construction of Individual Household Latrines (IHHL). But it has not yet been much 
successful. In 1999 Total Sanitation Campaign (TSC) started in 63 selected districts all over India on pilot 
basis in which massive awareness activities as well as subsidy for construction of IHHL was provided on 
demand driven approach. The subsidy amount was Rs.500/- for construction of an IHHL and it was only 
for BPL households. By 2005 TSC was implemented all over India. During 2008 TSC has been converted 
in to Nirmal Bharat Abhiyan (NBA) with some modifications of the earlier guideline. 

Observing the slow progress of NBA and non-achievement of the goal of reduction of IMR, MMR and 
other parameters and to cover all the rural households Swachha Baharat Mission- SBM (G) has been 
implemented all over India from 2nd October 2014. The basic objective of SBM (G) 15 is demand driven 
approach, saturation mode and coverage of all sections of the society to achieve 100% open defecation 
free environment. 

In Deogarh district there are 67,040 rural households as per Base line Survey conducted during 
2014. Out of 67040 households 10688 households have already constructed IHHL and the balance 
households it has been completed through SBM (G) all the rural houses with a toilet

II. Vision 2022 


1. Introduction: 

The vision statement of the district is formulated at the District level in consultation with all stake 
holders, PRI members and Line Department Officials based on the resource availability and 
infrastructure status to fulfil the aspirations of people without any discrimination particularly of the 
weaker sections and disadvantaged groups. The vision aims at providing basic urban amenities in the 
rural areas, encourage entrepreneurship as well as public-private partnership in creating conducive 
environment and employment opportunities for the job seekers. The vision statement of the district 
spells the aspirations and the developmental needs of the district keeping a specific time frame to 
achieve the desired goal. 

The envisioning exercise for the district is considered various parameters to determine the State and 
District's development in future years. A powerful set of catalytic forces accelerating social change 
process throughout the district will open up opportunities than ever before. It includes faster and 
cheaper communication facility that dissolve social and geographical barrier in remote pockets, rise 
literacy level, accessibility various information's, application of replicable technologies and creating mass 
awareness among people to make governance more transparent and accountable. These trends 
represent a development paradigm from the production sector to service sector and capital resources to 
human development resources. The vision also addresses the infrastructural development keeping in a 
view of the targets aimed under "Bharat Nirman". 

Focusing on the sustainability of planned development vision exercise of the district has taken into 
consideration of many factors such as availability of natural resources, traditional knowledge and skills, 
physical infrastructure, social infrastructure, economic infrastructure, demographic and geographical 
situation etc of the district. The SWOT analysis of the district also was considered to be a better guiding 
factor while working on district vision building exercise for 15 years and 5 years perspective plan as well 
as to prepare annual draft plan of the district. The DPC has focused on faster socio-economic 
development of the district in which people of the district will have a more enabling and prosperous life 
in future with quality education, better health, larger scope for employment, higher income and more 
opportunities with range of choices. It is imperative from the vision statement that the district aims at 
reducing the urban and rural disparity in all spheres. Every household of the district should feel proud to 
be a citizen of India which would be part of a developed nation by 2022. The primary target of the 
district for the next five years is mainly two folds. The district needs to be developed in all areas at par 
with the state development indicators by the end of 2022. 

Accelerating inclusive growth with high rate of employment, equitable income redistribution and 
food and nutrition security is the key to reach various goals envisioned. Building capacity, adopting 
improved technology across sectors, improving management and coordination, increasing investment 
and its efficiency in key sectors, ensuring high level of participation in a decentralized set-up, and 
improving governance with social audit are the strategic interventions envisaged to attain various 
development goals. Vision 2022 of Deogarh focuses on: 


• Reducing poverty to 20% of total population and eliminate hunger. 

• Balanced, inclusive and complementary growth of rural and urban areas. 

• Improve to reach Human Development Index at 0.75 and other well-being indicator to the most 
possible. 

• Reduce disparity across regions (Block & Panchayats) and socio-economic groups and ensure 
gender equity and sustainability. 

• Overall growth scenario for Deogarh, provides indications that certain sectors supported by 
policy and investments can stimulate growth rate to reach comparable to that envisaged for all 
Odisha levels (around 7%). These are small scale manufacturing, transport and communication, 
banking and insurance, trade, hotels and restaurants. In addition, agriculture that provides 
livelihood opportunities and maximum employment to the people has high potential for growth 
of more than 4% per year. 

• Initiative to provide employment & income for poor family through MGNREGA and other self- 
employment schemes in the backward regions / areas of the district is also a part of the vision.

2. Development in Productive Sectors 

Productive sector for Deogarh districts mainly includes Agriculture and Allied, Industry and mining. 
For development in these sectors, several programmes and schemes have been proposed in the Annual 
Plan and 12th Five Year Plan. These programmes are expected to support Vision 2022. Priorities have 
been accorded to the productive sectors based on the prospects and potentiality in these sectors. 












3. Lead Sectors 

For Deogarh district, Agriculture and Allied Activities, Micro and Small Business, marketing and 
transport are considered growth augmenting sectors. Health and Education sectors are considered for 
redistributive justice. Under Agriculture and Allied Activities, horticulture, fisheries and animal 
husbandry are the lead sub-sectors. Transport sector has also been given importance in the Annual Plan. 
Within the Social Sector, education and health are considered major priority areas. As the district has 
substantial proportion of population belonging to Schedules Tribes (33.60%) and Scheduled Caste (15. 
36%), priority is proposed to be accorded to the health and education of the people of these 
communities. Health infrastructure need to be enhanced to provide better access to the poor and needy 
in cut-off areas. Similarly, educational institutions have to be strengthened and made more effective by 
including vocational courses that can provide employment and self-employment to youths. 

4. Prioritized Sectors 

To meet the objectives envisioned in Vision 2022, adequate provisions are proposed for the 
Agriculture & Allied (including Rural Development, Special Area Programme) Transport, Energy, in Social 
Sectors, for the year 2017-18. 

i. Agriculture and Allied Sector 

Agriculture being predominant economic activity in Deogarh district, a very high Percentage (85% 
approximate) of the labour force depends on it for their livelihoods. Out of the total geographical area, 
16000 hect are available for cultivation. Only 33% of the cultivable lands have assured sources of 
irrigation. Following activities have been identified to be focused in this year Annual Plan. 

• Suggestions to Improve the Agricultural Status of Deogarh 

• Timely supply of seeds and fertilizers through the government and private sales depots. 

• Supply of mini kits to propagate cash crop cultivation. 

• Adequate storage facility to avoid distress sale of agricultural produce. 

• Adequate and timely credit flow to farmers. 

• Setting up of soil testing and fertilizer sample testing laboratory in the district. 

• Raising irrigation potential under National Programmes of Micro Irrigation, NWDPRA, IWDP 
(Hariyali), IAP & RIDF etc. 

• Popularizing use of organic manures and bio-degradable organic wastes. 

• To cover all the eligible farm households under Kisan Credit Card (KCC) scheme in the district. 

• Providing pre-harvest and post-harvest loans to farmers through Negotiable Warehouse Receipt 
(NWR). 

ii. Irrigation 

Out of the total geographical area of 2, 94,000 hect in Deogarh district, the net cultivable area is 
estimated to be 16000 hect the problem is worth taking note of since only 22138 hect of the net area is 
irrigated. 



Annual Plan 2017-18 targets to exploit all sources of water for irrigation that includes- ground wider- 
both flow and left, drip irrigation, sprinklers, etc. Other programmes that are proposed to be 
undertaken to enhance irrigation potential includes. 

• Bore wells under cluster approach to be energized after their installation. 

• Micro irrigation devices like drip and sprinklers to be popularized. 

• Farmers to be educated to take up soil conservation measures in their own fields. 

• Creation of Water Harvesting Structures under BRGF, IAP and MGNREGA. 

• Power supply by upgrading transformer for LIPs. 

• Pani Panchayat to be strengthened and activated to play its role in ensuring rational & optimum 
use of water. 

iii. Horticulture Development 

Deogarh district has favorable agro-climatic conditions, undulating topography and high elevation in 
majority areas. This condition is suitable for fruit crops like mango, citrus, banana, litchi, guava, jack fruit 
and papaya. Plantation crops like cashew is also grown in some parts of the district. 

Plantation and horticultural crop being more remunerative than paddy, the district Annual Plan 
2015-16 lays emphasis on extending coverage under these crops. The Five Year Plans too need to focus 
on these activities through government support. 

The strategy for development of the horticulture sector in Deogarh district requires providing 
technical support through Extension personnel of agriculture & horticulture departments positioned in 
the district. Suitable support needs to be ensured. The Annual Credit Plan of NABARD would be focusing 
on the horticulture sector. Some of the policy interventions suggested for the year 2016-17 include: 

• Mulberry cultivation is to be extended with suitable credit linkages. 

• Mushroom cultivation is to be encouraged on a cluster basis near the semi urban centers. 

• Development of private nurseries to be encouraged to meet the gap between demand and 
supply 

• Setting up of cold storage and fruit processing units in Deogarh. 

• Transit nurseries in each block to be set up. 

• Setting up of spawn production units to ensure supply of quality spawn to SHGs taking up 
mushroom cultivation. 

iv. Fisheries 

Since Deogarh is a land-locked district, only fresh water fisheries-both culture and capture is 
practiced in reservoirs and rivers. Though there is good demand for fish and fish products', local 
production is unable to meet the demands. The annual production of approx. 3500 MT as against 
consumption demand of 5000 MT leaves a deficit gap of 1500 MT in fish production in Deogarh district. 
The sectoral Plan under the Fisheries sector has proposed to popularize fish farming in Deogarh district. 
Flowing proposed initiatives are worth mentioning. 



• The district has started paying attention to popularize ornamental fisheries development 
through SHGs. 

• An ice plant and a cold storage are proposed to be set up in Deogarh. 

• Pond fisheries and fish seed farmers are to be covered under insurance schemes. 

• A fish clinic to be established at District Headquarter, Deogarh. 

• Net and Boat, Cycle with Ice-Box, Moped with Ice-Box to be provided to all fishermen/fish 
vendors of the district. 

v. Forest and Environment 

The recorded forest area in Deogarh district is about 1560.22 km 2 which is 53.07% of the total 
geographical area. But it is reported that large chunk of forest area have sparse tree cover. ORSAC data 
indicates 330.84 km 2 of forest area is under waste land. 

Hence' the Annual plan 2017-18 as a part of the Vision 2022 identifies the following strategy for 
afforestation and development of waste land in Deogarh district. 

• Forest Department will be raising and supplying seedlings for plantation and afforestation. 

• NGOs to be involved to a greater extent to identify wastelands and motivate people to go for 
commercial forestry. 

• To encourage setting up of forest-based industries to process Non-Timber Forest Products 
(NTFP). 

• Setting up of bamboo processing and value addition centers in the district. 

• To develop eco-tourism in Pradhanpat water fall area on PPP mode. 

vi. Transport 

Good road infrastructure would improve the accessibility of the rural people to market, hospitals, 
and schools and facilitate better delivery of services. So importance is given in the Annual Plan 2017-18 
to provide all weather road communication to inaccessible areas and upgrade the existing road 
condition. Total 576 of habitations have been connected with all-weather roads by the year 2000 under 
PMGSY. Under Transport Sector, two sub-components are emphasized which include PMGSY, and 
NABARD funded projects Prime Minister's Gram Sadak Yojana (PMGSY) such as 100% centrally 
sponsored scheme provides funds to states for construction and up gradation of all-weather roads to 
unconnected habitations. PMGSY fund is sourced from 50% of the Cess collected on High Speed Diesel 
(HSD). 

Similarly, National Bank for Agriculture & Rural Development ( NABARD) has set-up Rural 
Infrastructure Development Fund ( RIDF) since 1995-96 and extends financial assistance to State 
Governments, government-owned corporations, Gram Panchayats, Self-Help Groups and Non- 
Government Organization ( NGOs) for completion of infrastructure projects in rural roads, bridges, 
schools, health centers. These sources of funding are proposed to be used to increase road networks in 
rural areas in the district, both in Annual & Five Year Plans. It is envisaged that district will reach state 
and National in available of these infrastructure 


III.The Consolidated Comprehensive District Annual Plan, 2017-18 


1. Methodology 

The Decentralized District Annual Plan is formulated using participatory process in all the stages 
starting from Gram Panchayat level to the District level. Various development stakeholders of the 
district have been involved in the Plan Preparation Process. Detail discussion was held with the Collector 
& DM, PD DRDA & Deputy Director (P&S) in regard to process and modality of District Plan Preparation 
2016- 17 participatory and consultative workshops at PRIs level, Urban Local Body, followed the district 
level orientation workshop. 

The Integrated District Planning (IDP) manual, 2008 has specified the steps to be followed for 
preparation of decentralized district plans. The planning process envisages two phases of plan 
preparation, namely, five year perspective plan and annual action plan. The sequence in the preparation 
of district plan is as follows: 

• Preparation of district vision, PS vision and Gram Panchayat level vision. 

• Preparation of participatory plans starting from Palli Sabha/Gram Sabha to Zilla 
Parishad. 

• Preparation of plans by Urban Local Bodies. 

• Decentralized District Planning Process and Institutional Arrangements. 

• Preparation of District Stock-Taking Report. 

• Developing District Vision and Perspective Plan. 

• Financial Resource Mapping and Resource Envelopes of Planning Units. 

• Participative Rural Planning. 

• Participative Urban Planning. 

• Consolidation of Plans. 

• Convergence Plan. 

• Monitoring and Social Audit of District Plans. 
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i. GP Plan: 

The 73rd Constitutional Amendments Act (CAA) accorded constitutional status to the Panchayati Raj 
Institutions (PRIs). Article 243G envisaged planning for economic development and social justice by 
Panchayati Raj Institutions (PRIs) and their consolidation into District Development Plan. The Plan will be 
an integrated plan of the local governments in a district which takes into account its resources (natural, 
human and financial) encompassing the sectoral activities/schemes assigned to them in 11th Schedule 
of CAA for implementation. Article 243G defines the nodal role of Gram Panchayat (GP) with regard to 
local area planning which is an indispensable pre-condition for GP to function as "institutions of self 
governance", but not as implementing agency for plans and programmes, in the formulation of which it 
has had no role. Typically in a good decentralized district planning exercise, each GP is required to 
prepare its own plan in consultation with people. 

a. 14f CFC& SFC: 

Article 280 of the Indian Constitution provides for a finance commission as a quasi-judicial body. 
It is constituted to make recommendation on the following: 

• The distribution net proceeds of the taxes between the centre and the states and the 
allocation between the states of the respective shares of such proceeds. 

• The principles that should govern the grants-in-aid to the states by the centre. 

• The measures needed to augment the consolidated fund of states to supplement the 
resources of the local governments in the sates on the basis of the recommendation 
made by the State Finance Commissions. 

• Principles which would govern the quantum and distribution of grant-in-aids(non plan 
grant to state). 

• The measures to augment state government finances to supplement the finances of 
local government.

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iii. Zilla Parishad Plan: 

Article 243G of CAA defines the nodal role of ZP with regard to local area planning which is an 
indispensable pre-condition for PRIs to function as "institutions of self governance", but not as 
implementing agencies for plans and programmes, in the formulation of which they have had no role.

v. District Annual Plan: 

The present initiative of Decentralized Planning is a bottom-up process for preparing development 
plans based on ground reality which has been proved beneficial to the stakeholders at grass root level. 
This process ensures better delivery of services, efficient use of resources and people's participation in 
the planning process to address their needs and issues. Each Gram Panchayat or Urban unit is treated as 
a planning unit and district plans are prepared by way of consolidation and integration of plans of the 
local bodies in consideration of development of the district as a whole. The local bodies and the local 
people are given greater freedom and choice to formulate their own plans and implement the same 
through their active participation. The CDP 2016-17 is the combination of Rural Plan, Urban Plan & 
Sectoral Plan. 


Keeping this analogy in view, the Comprehensive District Plan (CDP), 2016-17 of Deogarh district 
has been formulated under ten broad development sectors i.e. (i) Agriculture & Allied Activities, (ii) 
Rural Development, (iii) Special Area Programmes, (iv) Irrigation & Flood Control, (v) Energy, (vi) 
Industry & Minerals,(vii) Transport, (viii) Science, Technology & Environment, (ix) General Economics 
Services and (x) Social Services. The schemes / programmes which come under District Sector, have 
been incorporated in the aforesaid ten sectors of the Comprehensive District Plan (CDP) 2017-18 taking 
the grass root level participation and decision at different levels. A sum of Rs. 33431.69 lakh has been 
projected for the Comprehensive District Plan (CDP), 2017-18 of Deogarh district. Out of the projected 
outlay, Out of that Rs. 7767.17 lakh is women component and Rs 3643.73 lakh is proposed under Tribal 
Sub Plan and Rs 3232.09 lakh is proposed under SCSP Development purpose. The sub plan outlays, 
2017-18 of Deogarh district is given in the Error!

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2. Plan Performance:

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IV.Gopabandhu Gramin Yojna (GGY), 2017/18 


1. Introduction 

Gopabandhu Grameen Yojana (GGY) was launched by Government of Odisha during the year 2006-07 
with 100% State Govt, funding with a view to provide additional developmental assistance to the 
districts not covered under the Backward Region Grant Fund (BRGF).The GGY was being implemented in 
10 districts of Odisha in 2014-15 and BRGF was implemented in the rest 20 districts. Flowever, BRGF 
scheme has been discontinued from 2015-16 onwards. But there is a felt need to bridge critical gaps in 
infrastructure in all the districts of the state including backward districts, where infrastructure continues 
to be weak. Therefore Government has been pleased to decide that GGY scheme will be implemented in 
all the 30 districts of the state from the financial year 2015-16 onwards including Deogarh District. 

2. Objective: 

The principal objective of GGY is to provide additional developmental assistance to bridge the critical 
gaps in infrastructure in rural areas of the state by complementing and supplementing existing 
recourses with special focus on Bijili, Sadak and Pani(i.e., electrification, roads and irrigation & water 
supply) in every village on need based manner. 

i. Bijili (Electrification Sector) 

The items such as Street lighting, lighting at places of mass congregation, electrification of 
Govt.residential/non-residential schools etc. should be taken up.In areas where grid electrification is 
difficult, solar grids or solar home system may be introduced through public private and community 
partnership. However, electrification of un-electrified villages/hamlets shall not be taken up under the 
scheme as the same will be covered under Rajiv Gandhi Grameen Vidyutikaran Yojana (RGGVY). 

ii. Sadak (Road Sector): 

Construction of Cement Concrete Roads (C.C.Roads) inside villages with drainage facility shall be 
given emphasis. In case, there is no need of C.C. Road inside the selected villages, the approach/link 
road from the main road to the village can also be developed. Prioritization of villages for construction 
of CC Road shall be done as per following manner. The villages/habitations inhabited by Particularly 
Vulnerable Tribal Groups (PVTGs) with no coverage of CC Road. 

• PVTG villages partially covered with CC Road. 

• Village habited by STs in majority with no coverage of CC Road. 

• ST villages partially covered with CC Road. 

• Villages inhabited by SC communities with no coverage of CC Road. 

• SC villages partially covered with CC Road. 

iii. Pani (Water Sector) 

Maximum emphasis shall be laid on works such as strengthening of embankments with 
tufting/stone pitching, fieldchannels, bathing ghats, guard walls, sluice/surplus etc of water harvesting 
structure or the works created under MGNREGS and other schemes and such similar projects helping 
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directly or indirectly in enhancing irrigation facility and quality 
of rural life. Sinking of tube-wells and installation of pipe water 
supply projects should generally be discouraged as funds under 
other schemes are available from other sources. 

iv. Proposed for 2017/18: 

Out of total allocation under the Scheme for the District, 

50% funds will be allocated to the Blocks on the basis of the 
share of the rural population of the Block in the total rural 

population of the District. The remaining 50% funds will be Figure iv-i: ggy Fund Distribution Guide 
distributed among the Block on the basis of their areas.
